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FOREWORD 


The collection catalogued herein of the French Revolution and Napoleon, and of the 
French Pretenders, was formed by Henry Kotzen, a former New Yorker who now lives 
in California. Much of the collection was purchased by Mr. Kotzen in the mid- to late 
1950’s while living and working in Europe. Among the dealers and auctioneers who 
supplied him with material were Paul Tinchant in Brussels, Emile Bourgey, Nadia 
Kapamadji (of Jules Florange and Co.), Pierre Strauss, and Jean Vinchon in Paris, 
Glendining’s and Seaby’s in London, as well as, from his own country, Hans Schulman, 
Randolph Zander, and the present cataloguer. Far from “relinquishing the pursuit”, 
Mr. Kotzen has transferred his collecting interest in more recent years to Greek silver 
coins. 

With the bicentenary of the French Revolution fast approaching, it is hoped that 
additional collections of this most fascinating era of modern numismatics will appear on 
the market.

(b) Glendining & Co. do not accept responsibility for the authenticity, attribution, genuineness, origin, 
authorship, date, age, period, condition or quality of any lot, unless they have been instructed in writing by the 
vendor so to certify, and in such case the Auctioneers do so as agents of the vendor and are not themselves 
responsible for such claims. 

(c) All statements, whether printed in the catalogue or made orally, as to any of the matters set out in (b) above 
are statements of opinion only and are not to be taken as being or implying any warranties or representations 
of fact by Glendining & Co., unless they have been instructed in writing by the vendor so to certify, and in such
